All taxpayers should read the following requirement and com- 
ply with it: 


Section 7, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930: 


“Before making an assessment the assessor shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notification 
in some public place in town or shall notify them in such other 
ways as the town at its annual meeting directs to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation 
of which they were possessed on the first day of April of the 
same year. If any resident owner after such notice does not bring 
in such list he is thereby barred of his right to make application 
to the assessors or county commissioners for any abatements of 
his taxes, unless the offers such lists with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.”

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Public Health Nursing Service 


January 1 to December 31, 1948 


Public Health has been defined as the art and science of ‘pre- 
venting disease, prolonging life, and promoting physical and men- 
tal efficiency through organized community effort. Today there - 
is a rising concern for health in tthe family, the community, the 
state, the nation and throughout the world. An active Health 
Council would coordinate and promote health work in your town. 


Good health for the child must start before he is born. Adequate 
care and diet for the expectant mother, infant and pre-school 
child; correction of defects and immunization against preventable 
diseases will eliminate many of the problems of the school age 
group. The health of the family of tomorrow depends on the 
kind of health we build today. 


Your Public Health Nurse has made health supervision visits. 
to expectant mothers, infants and pre-school children. Visits have 
been made to the schools to help the teachers with their health 
problems. 


The Child Health Conferences held during the summer had an 
average attendance of 15. Immunizations which included 9 small- 
pox vaccinations, 7 diphtheria and 8 whooping cough inoculations. 
were provided iby the town. Vision tests for children starting 
school is an additional service offered at the conferences. 


Audiometer hearing ttests were given to all pupils above the 
second grade in September. Children showing ‘signs of hearing 
defects were referred to their family physicians. 


The services of the Crippled Children’s Clinics have been avail- 
able, when needed, to the children of the community. 


The X-Ray Clinic in Skowhegan was made available to towns- 
people in March. 


Your murse wishes to thank the ischool personnel, the health 
officer, Child Health Conference Committee and the general public 
for their splendid cooperation.

CASH 


All receipts issued were checked in detail and as far as could 
be determined from this examination, all monies had been account- 
ed for. 

The checkbook balance was reconciled with the bank statement.. 
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All disbursements were made by check and ‘were supported by 
warrants. 


INVESTMENTS 


General fund cash amounting to $2,000.00 is invested in U. 8S. 
Treasury bonds. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


This account is made up of snow removal reimbursements due 
from the State of Maine. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1947 tax commitment book was added and found to agree 
with the Valuation book; both books agreeing with the warrant of 
commitment. The commitment was settled in full at the time the 
books closed. 

On February 1, 1948, there remains one prior years’ tax amount- 
ing to $46.50. 


TAX LIENS 


All transactions in this account were checked and the liens re- 
maining unredeemed were listed. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


All transactions in the tax acquired property account were ex- 
amined and all jproperty not sold was listed. 


NOTES PAYABLE 


Notes payable were reduced by appropriation during the fiscal 
year in the amount of $5,047.50. On February 1, 1948, notes pay- 
able amounted to $5,237.50. 
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NET DEFICIT 


Net deficit was reduced during the fiscal year to $1,133.53. For 
detail see Exhibit E. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The trust fund investments were examined and listed. All in- 
come from these trust funds was expended in accordance with the 
terms of ithe trusts. Unexpended income of $337.83 on the Williams 
Fund is carried in ithe cash of the general fund of the town. 


GENERAL 


The town manager acts as treasurer and tax collector and fur- 
nished a conporate surety bond. 

Vouchers and payrolls were test checked and as far as could be 
determined, all appeared to be proper charges and correctly 
recorded.

Wealth is now defined as a state of complete physical well- 
being, not merely the absence of disease or infirmity. Healthy 
development of the child is of basic importance. The ability 
to live harmoniously in a changing world is essential to such 
development. , 


Through the development of a Health Council, composed of 
all groups interested in child health, your community could find 
ways of working together to provide the best kind of nursing 
service for the future. Only through joint action can problems 
be solved and real progress take place. 


Since it is recognized that care during the prenatal period 
greatly influences the health of the mother and ‘baby, visits have 
been made to prenatal and postnatal mothers, as well as infants 
and pre-school children. 


Three very successful Child Health (Conferences sponsored by 
the Legion ‘Auxiliary, were attended by 72 children. Immuniza- 
tions to prevent diphtheria and tetanus were given to 13 child- 
ren, 14 were inoculated against whooping cough, and 12 had 
smallpox vaccinations. 


In the school health program, your nurse has continued to 
serve in an advisory capacity. Home visits have been made to 
those children referred by teachers because of special problems. 
This has meant ia more concentrated service to those children 
. actually needing nursing supervision. 


When necessary the services of the (Crippled (Children, Pedia- 
tric and Mental Hygiene (Clinics of the Department of Health 
and Welfare have been used to those who were referred by 
their family physician. 


Your nurse is grateful for the cooperation of the doctor, the 
Legion Auxiliary, the school personnel and the general public.

The increase in enrollment of from 162 in 1948-49 to 192 in 
1949-50 over-taxed the facilities of the.New Portland School 
system. Conditions were eased by providing an additional teach- 
er in the North Grammar. 
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There are 34 pupils in grades 4-5-6 at the West, which is too: 
many to get the best results. The two-room grammar school is. 
not adequate for three teachers and the pupils enrolled. Three 
full size class rooms are needed. 


The birth records for the last few years indicate that we shall. 
continue to have this increased enrollment. Our building pro-. 
gram should, therefore, be speeded up to relieve these conditions. 


A three-room ‘addition to Central High School, with facilities 
for school lunch, would solve the problem caused by increased 
enrollment. The third room is necessary to provide for the 
Lexington pupils. The State, therefore, at the next Legislature 
should assume one-third of the costs of construction of this. 
addition. 


We should immediately bring the West Grammar School up to. 
standard by the installation of a heating plant and toilets. We 
should, at the same time, increase our fund for permanent im- 
provement so as to be in a position to better conditions at the 
North. .

February 2, 1948 to February 7, 1949 


CASH 
All receipts issued were checked in detail and as far as could 


be determined from this examination, all monies had been ac- 
counted for. 


The checkbook balance was reconciled with the bank statement. 
This balance jplus $59.23 cash on hand agreed with the cash 
balance at the close of ithe books. 


All disbursements were made by check and were supported by 
warrants. 


INVESTMENTS 


General fund cash amounting to $2,000.00 is invested in U. S. 
Treasury bonds. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


This account is made up of several items due from the State 
and of a balance of $5.80 due from the 1949 Excise Tax Collector 
on Receipt No. 32. For details see Schedule A-4. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1948 tax commitment book was added and found to agree 
with the valuation book; both books agreeing with the warrant 
of commitment. At the close of the year, $97.00 of unpaid taxes 
remained. For details see Schedule A-1. 

On February 7, 1949, there remains one prior year’s tax, amount- 
ing to $46.50. 


TAX LIENS 


All transactions in this account were checked and the liens re- 
Maining unredeemed were listed. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


All transactions in the tax acquired property account were ex- 
amined and all property not sold was listed. 
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NOTES PAYABLE 


Notes jpayable ‘were reduced by appropriation during the fiscal 
year in ithe amount of $1,047.50. On February 7, 1949, notes pay- 
able amounted to $4,190.00. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 


During the fiscal year, there was a change from a net deficit to 
an unappropriated sunplus of $590.35. See Exhibit EH. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The trust fund investments were examined and listed. All in- 
come from these trust funds was expended in accordance with 
the terms of the trusts. Unexpended income of $70.87 on the 
Williams Fund iis carried in the cash of the general fund of the 
town. 


GENERAL 


The town manager acts as treasurer and tax collector and fur- 
nishes a corporate surety bond. 


The overlay was credited to town charges excepting an amount 
of $28.00 which was added to the amount appropriated for the 
State Tax in order to cover the bill as submitted by the state. 


Balances on school accounts were checked with the report of 
the Superintendent of Schools and agreed with the exception of 
the account for support of schools. It is suggested that the town 
adjust this difference. 

Vouchers and payrolls were test checked and as far as could 
be determined, all appeared to be proper charges and correctly 
recorded.
